(Exchange per cent of Califor¬ 
nia Orange shipments') and the solid 
line (Exchange average f. o. b. price 
per box) closely parallel each other.

COOKING FOR CHILDRKN 

The average child is sensitive 
to the taste, temperature, texture 
and color of his food. Too .soupy 
breakfa.st food, too .salty vege- 
table.s, too hot potatos can spoil 
a meal for a child who has not 
the Spartan endurance of a well- 
trained adult. 

The child ha.s a right to well- 
cooked meals every day. It is an 
injustice to the child and a prob¬ 
able injury to his digestion to eat 
properly cooked food. Hot cereals, 
vegetables an<I all other food ma¬ 
terials .should he carefully and 
consi.stently well prepared. This 
<loes not mean, however, catering 
to pampered tastes, altho foocl 
should be .served attractively. 
Food "dressed up” seems to taste 
better to the child who does not 
have an active appetite. The ap¬ 
pearance to his eyes is oftentimes 
more potent than the taste to his 
tongue. 

Large servings, all on one plate 
and touching each other (irritat¬ 
ing to some chihlren) often deter 
the poor appetite of a child. “I I 
haven’t the stomach of a gentle¬ 
man” justly remonstrated a little 
5-year-ol(l when a too generous 
dinner plate was served her. 
Smaller servings in pretty dishes 
all one’s own are a good' encour¬ 
agement for more food. ' 

Novelty and variety are good 
sauces for chihlrcn’s food. \ few 
sprinkles of coloreil sugars on 
des.serts, a raisin face on a cook¬ 
ie, all give delight and food val¬ 
ues, too. Floating island wdl go j 
down when the soft-cooked egg 

will not. Spinach nests of egg or 
meat are eatrm when spinach 
alone is refused. Resorting to 
.such devices i.s not spoiling a 

child’s appetite for plain food, hut 
helping him to establish likes for 
the food which is taken for grant- 
e<l later on. Even adults enjoy a 
new frill to the pie crust—how- 
much more does variety enhance 

food for the child!

(Coiuinucd from Page One) 
undei compression or in confine¬ 
ment, as no container could be 
ina<l(? strong enough to resist its 
expansion as temperaturo rises. 
Wh#m placed in vacuum b.Atles 
with .stoppers of cotton, it can be 
kept for hours or days before it 
slowly boils away. 

When immersed in licpjid air 
familiar sub.stances show strange 
properties. Boft rubber becomes 
brittle and crashes like china- 
ware. Lead becomes rigid as 
steel and rings when struck. Some 
chemical compounds change color. 
Roses become rigid, the petals 
give off a ringing sound when 
touched, and shatter like delicate 
wax. Mercury freezes solid so it 
can he used to drive nails. 

Air being a mechanical mixture 
of oxygen and nitrogen, the licjuid 
nitrogen boils away fastest, leav¬ 
ing nearly pure oxygen. It is in 
this way that oxygen is .secured 
for commercial uses, brazing and 
welding being the most familiar. 
Pouring some li()uid air over a 
pile of steel shavings. Prof. Wat¬ 
son waited a moment for the ni¬ 
trogen to boil off, and then ignited 
the oxygen, when the steel was 
consumeci in an intensely bright 
flame. 

Prof. Watson concluded the en¬ 
tertainment with a brief plea on 
behalf of the scientist who de¬ 
votes his time and thought to in¬ 
vestigation of the facts of nature 
without thought of the commer¬ 
cial aspect. True, he said, the 
results of market value usually 
follow.
